- us THOMAS JACKSON. 
ee ‘(Daily Press, 5th June.) 
Universal satisfaction was experienced in 


the -colony when it became known that: 


“the Queen’s Birthday honours included the 
"name ‘of Mr.,THomas JACKSON, the Chief 
Manager of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
‘Bank, who has received a knighthood. 

- This is the first time that a Hongkong man 
. outside official life has been knighted while 
’ working in the colony, and well has the 
exceptional honour been meritted. For 

' | many years past the new knight has been a 
=; potent forcein the commercial world ofthe Far 
ast, and in the field of politics he has also 
“exercised a weighty influence, which has been 
none the less effective because exercised 
quietly and unostentatiously, As the head 
of the great financial institution which has 
taken the foremost part in negotiating the 

: China loans he has necessarily had a voice 
in suggesting the courge uf British policy in 
that country, and his advice has always 
commanded confidence. in Hongkong, in- 
- troublous times, while doing his duty by 
= the important and prosperous institution 
over whose fortunes he pyesides, he’ has 
always been ready to give his friendly 
advice and- assistance to those in difficulty 
and has verified the saying that a friend in 
need isn friend indeed. Occupying a pro- 
minent position in the social life of tho 
colony he has also been a warm supporter 
of all movements for the public benefit, in- 
-cluding the raising of charitable or com- 
memoration funds. In connection with 
the Chamber of Commerce and the Chiuar 
Association Sir T110MA8’s assistance is, need- 
less to- say, highly valued by his colleagues 
on the committees of those institutions. 
' Fora time hg also rendered valuable ser- 
’ vice to the public in the Legislative Council, 
to which body he was appointed as the first 
representative of the Chamber of Commerce 
‘when the right of election was conferred. 
He resiyned his seat when he went home on 
leave in 1886, and much regret was felt that 
after his return he declined: to allow himself 
to be again nominated In the Bink he is no 
Jess popular than outside of it, all the staff,

fing him with admiration and affectionate 
" regard. iy 
t was in 1864 


that Mr. (now Sir) Toomae 
Jackson came to Hongkong, as an assistant 


in the ‘Agia Bank. When that institution. 
enme to grief in the crisis of 1866 and had 
- to reconstitute and to curtail its operations, 
‘Bir THosas left i¢ and joined the Hong- 
~ «gong and Shanghai Bank, thenin the second 
- year of its age, so tliat he has beén associated 
with it from its early infancy. In 1867 he 
‘was appointed accountant, at Shanghai, in 
1868. Agent at Hankow, in 1869 Acting 
Manuger at Yokohama, in 1870 Sub.-Mana- 
ger at Hougkong, and in 1871 “Manager at 
Yokohama, . The promotion, it will be seen, 
was rapid, but it was well deserved, the 
young assistant having early given evi ence 
of his ability, In 1874 and 1875 the Bank

- unfortanate advances made in Hongkong 
on securities that were found to have little 

- Yealisable..value, and no dividends ~vere 
paid for a time.

At the meeting held in March, 1876, it was 
announced that the Chief Manager had been 
granted ayear’s furlough and thatMr.THomAs 
Jackson had been appointed to act in that 
office, and in August of the same year, the 
then Chief Manager having resigned, Mr. 
JACKSON was confirmed. in the appoint- 
ment. From that year the Bank began 
to regain its former prosperity and under 
Sir THosas, Jackgon’s able inanagement 
has been steadily: built up until it now 
stauds in the front rank of the financial 
institutions of the world. It has, however, 
had some vicissitudes in the meautime, and 
twice Bir ‘Tuomas after leaving tor home 
not intending to return, has been recalled 
to the helm of affuirs. Tle bid farewell 
to the colony in 1389, but at the 
special request of the directors returned 
in 1890. He bid us anither adieu in 
1891, but the disturbance in the fivancial 
world caused by the Australian banking 
crisis aud the heavy fall in silver, once more 
brought him back in 1898. Shareholders 
of the present day derive much comfort 
from the assurance that Sir Tuomas is likely 
tu retain his present position for some years 
to come, a fact which aflords equal pleasure 
to the public at large.

The Budget for next year is looked for- 
ward to with more-than usual interest on 
account of the extraordinary reports in 
circulation with respect to increased taxa- 
tion and the postponement of needed public 
vorks already decided upon. We are, so it 
is anid, not to have a new Supreme Court 
or a new Post Office, nor even the latrines 
su necessary on sanitary grounds, for many 
years to come, in tact oot until balances 
have been accumulated to pay ‘for them; 
and in the meantime the municipal rates 
are to be increased to sixteen or seventeen 
per cent. ‘to meet the cust of administering 
the New Territory. We give these reports 
simply for what they may be worth, and 
without in any way guaranteeing their 
authenticity, but it appears to be certain 
that the financial saith is gre-Lly exercis- 
ing the minds of thé responsible authorities. 
What occasion theré is for anxiety does nut 
appear, for the receitly published finaucial 
statement for last year exhibits an cx- 
tremely satisfactory position. New respun- 
sibilities have been created, it is trae, by 
the recent exteusion of the cdlony’s baund- 
ary. but these are tot of such an vncroys 
nature as to cnuse Wneasiness. |

General Back in his farewell speech to 
-the Legislative Council on his retirement 
from the Acting Governorship. referred tu 
* the. overcrowding question as follows :— 
“The recurrence of the plague hus forced 
“on every thinking man‘the need of letting 
“light and air into the blocks of Chinese 
“houses which, full of human beings in 
“many cases, literally stand back to back 
“in the city of Victoria, containing rooms 
“into which the sun never enters, and where 
“the fetid air has no motion. Doctors and 
“physic, good though they be, by them- 
“selves are powerless to cure, while sun 
“and nirare a sure preventjve, and great as 
the task may be of bringing these natural 
“agents into this reeking mass of humanity 
‘their admission must be secured by law. 
“A Bill is now before you which I admit 
“does not go far enough, but it will at the 
“ least be the beginniny of a great reform.” 
Six months have passed, the beginning of 
the great reform referred to by General 
Buack is not yet in sight, and we have 
the plague once again umongst us to re- 
mind us of our sanitary sins, The .Bill 
introduced last November has apparently 
been dropped, but it will have to be 
tuken up again, as will be seen from the 
interesting and ‘valuable debate which 
took place at the meeting of the Sanitary 
Board on Thursday. What the colony is 
suffering from is ‘not so much overcrowding 
of particular houses or rooms, but surface 
overcrowding, th.t is to say, the houses are 
too closely packed or tou high relatively 
to the open spaces in the shape of streets or 
lanes The Medien! Officer of Health in 
his report for last year gave a table showing 
thé population per acre in the ten health 
districts into which the city is divided, from

The most densely populated metropolitan 
districts of the city of London are

The work 
will cost money, and plenty of it, and ques- 
tions will arise-as to how far the cost should 
fall on property viwnérs and how far on the 
public treasury. ‘No scheme can be carried 
out sulely nt the cost of the former, for in 
many. cases indivillual properties cannot be 
dealt, with singly and will have to be re- 
sumed by the Government in order that 
certain areas may be dealt with collectively. 
In other cases landlords have already gotie 
to great expense i. effecting iniprovements 
for the admission of light and: air, and such 
cases may require special consideration. 
‘These, however, re details, to be dealt with 
in due course, but what is of-imme iate im- 
portance is to get the Government to stir 
itself and make a beginuing of dealing with 
the question, The Bill introduced in Nov- 
euber seemed to forma reasonably fair 
basis on which to proceed. Why was the 
measure dropped ? 


The neglect to-deal with the question of 
overcrowding is not the only crime we have 
to allege against the Government. For 
this-dense population of a thousand persons 
to the acre our ornamental rulers obstinately 
refuse to provide adequate latrine accom- 
modiation. Under such circumstances how 
can the people live reasonably cleanly lives, 
eveu it they want to? . Year by year the 
necessity for latrines has been urged upon 
the CGiovernment, but practically nothing 
has been done, and the Medical Officer of 
Health iv his last reporé writes :-——‘‘ There 
“ig still an urgent necessity throughout the 
“colony, and especially in the city of 
*«Vietoria, for many free public Jatrines 
“aud urinals ; provision wag, I helieve, maile 
“for the erection of two additional datrines 
“in the city during the ensuing year; these’ 
“would not, however, have stifficed-even to 
“keep pace with the rapid increase of thé, 
“population, so that the city would have 
“been no better off than heretofore, .but 
“unfortunately the expenditure upon these 


41 has been disallowed, so that. thé condition 


“ofthe ciy in this respect is rapidly be 
“eoming worse.” It is difticult to write tem- 
perately on such criminal neglect on the part 
of the Governmént, which cannot plead want 
of information or error oi judgment, butseems 
deliberately resolved to sinagainst light. As 
an instanceof the unreasoning obstinacy with 
which the Government opposes all siigges- 
tions for improvements the fact may also be 
recalled that it not very long ago refused, for 
the second time, to allow the Sanitary Board 
to.briug the slunghter-houses under proper 
regulation aud supervision. No reasons 
were given for the refusal, presumably 
because there are n> reasons, or none: that 
can be openly avowed. The Government 
appears to be wedded to the vicious farming 
system, tiud declines to abandon it, howeve 

desirable a change-may bein the public 
interest. We «lu not wish to be un- 
derstood as suggesting that the condition 
of the slaughter-houses has any ccnnection 
with the recrudescence of the plague, but 
the incident, affords an index to the Gov- 
ernment’s frame of mind a frame of mind

Germany proved conciliatory, and 
ultimately the dispute was referred to 
the_ arbitration of the Pope, who gave 
his award in favour of Spain. Since that’ 
time Spain has maintained small garrisons 
in the islands and sent occasional gunboats 
there. With the dowafall of her sovereignty 
in the Philippines, however, she would 


find the maintenance of her rule in the dis- 


tant and outlying groups of the Carolines, 
Pelews, and Ladrones (or Marianas) costly 
and unremunerative, she having no material 
interests there to yield apy return on 
the outlay. Germany, on the other hand, 
hasconsiderabletradal interests in theislands, 
which will largely increase under set- 
tled government, in the benefits of which 
other nations will no doubt also share. 
Whether Germany will follow the policy 
she has adopted at Kiaochou and give equal 
trading opportunities to all eomers remains 


to be seen, but in any case the establishment: 


of effective civilised rule must be accounted 
a gainto the world at large, and no other 
Powers are likely to raise any objection, 
nor does it appear that they would have 
any right to do so. Americ, however, is 
in possession of Guam, the principal island 
of the Ladrones, which was ceded to her by 
the terms of the treaty of peace with Spain, 
and presumably she will remain there, 
as it is intended to make the island a 
landing place for the proposed cable 
between the States and the Philippine.

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CHINA OVERLAND TRAVE REPORT. 


hind well groomed horses exerts a very strong 
influence among the local Filipinos, and then 
they retyyn to their own lines “to confer 
with Aguinaldo.”

come with credentials from Aguinaldo and 
from Luna. Their stories are always the same, 
and they always find objections to the scheme 
presented to them. Sr. Barretto, the Judge 
Advocote, told me, in an interview during his 
+ st visit, the Filipinos have stated since a year

pendence pure and simple ; they have never lost 
sight of this principle and all negotiations have 
been carried on with this as an ultimate ond. 
At a matter of fact most of the leading 
officers put very little faith in these numerous 
commissioners and believe that they are merely 
s series of cleverly worked dodges for gaining 
time. While the last Filipinos were in Manila 
their comrades utilized the days of semi-official 
truce to throw up a strong line of entrench- 
ments in addition to those already about San 
_Fernando. General MoArthur is now within 


touch of from 4,000 to 5,000, insurgents at any 


point in.a radius of three miles of the city. 
Yesterday morning Mejor Bell with a scou- 
ting party of ten men and Lt. Vitale, the 
Italian Attaché, as a companion, rode over the 
country on the immediate front of the South 
Dakota and Iowa Volunteers. They had not 
proceeded more than a mile when they found 
that the enemy had got in behind them and 
the only means of safety lay in further advance 
into the hostile territory. It was only by some 
very skilful mancevering in a jungle patch that 
the Major brought the party out safely, after a 
mile’s chase with bullets chipping off twigs and 
flecking up the dirt all about them. The greatest 
vigilance exists on both sides and a false step in 
any direction puts oae into the insurgent net, 
which means speedy disappearance; on the other 
hand, if a native shows his .head above the lines 
a rifle covers him immediately, andif he happens 
to take a bath along the beach south of Manila 
the Monadnock. gives her sharpshooters some 
lively practice with the guns. 
OFFICERS CAPTURED iN BROAD DAYLIGHT. 
On decoration day two officers from the 
hospital ship Relief were becalmed in a suil 
boat off Paranaque. They were immediatel 
gathered ia by natives, who rushed out in gel 
boats. The Monadnosk came down from Ba- 
coor on the jump and pounded away on the 
beach and into the trees without stopping the 
captors, and then she tried to land a party of 
; Marines, who, however, found the reception from 
the shore a little too warm, so that they were 
“ obliged to retire ont of runge. - 
_ The American Commissioners are rather more 
sanguine then the military element and Presid- 
ent Schurman is especially hopeful of good re- 
salts. However, he isa thorough believer in the 
administration of forcible illustration of power 
followed by a policy of conciliation. He has 
fathered a paper printed in Spanish and edited 
by Filipinos with the object of furthering the 
cause of peace and explaiuiug away various mis- 
understood conditious that are held up as scare- 
crows to the natives of the provinces. It is 
called the’ Democrucia and its utterances 
are generally regarded ns more than seui- 
official, The wmaguificant residence of the 
commissioners at Malate has been tle scene of 
two very elaborate receptions, one tendered by 
Mrs. Col. Denby to some six hundred guests, 
army officers and their wives besides civilians, 
and many prominent Filipino families. On 
Thureday there wea fall The guests were 
almost ‘all Filipinos‘ and it was a conditon that 
all ladies present must wear tho native costume. 
The effect was very beautiful and a more pic- 
tauresque assemblage has rarely been seen. 
Such attentions are rapidly increasing the 
popularity and influence of the commissioners. 
But to return to the situaticn. There is 
absolutely no means of analysing it. Tho un- 
expected is daily happoning and it is as difficult 
to call the turn in affairs as to read the 
Oriental mind. Certainly there is no great 
_ reason: why the Filipinos should surrender. 
The fighting has-not brought about results that 
necessitate surrender. True, many towns have 
been taken and many insurgents killed, but not 
_of such importance or in such numbers that a

- THE INFLUX OF CANTON SUBSIDIARY 
COINS, 
Hongkong, 19th May, 1899. 

Sir, —I am informed by numerous Chinese 
clients that they are daily suffering serious loss 
through the enormous circulation in this colony 
of Chinese subsidiary coins. Shops of repute 
which I deal with say they lose $200 per month 
and more, by having to receive these coins in 
retail at, par, and when an accunnlation of 
them takes place there is a loss of 2 per cent. 
over in exchanging them for legal notes. 

It is not for me to say how this-stiange 
position of affairs has been accomplished. IL 
have heard that the Government of Canton are 
prepared to issue their subsidiary coin at a dis- 
count, but this could hardly occur without a 
remoustrance from the Hongkong Government, 
who must knew that such a step was likely to 
result in flooding Hougkong with these tokens 


by unscrupulous Chinese desirous of making a 


profit. 
The fact remains that retail aud small whale- 


sale business in the place is considerably dis-: 


located .by the displacement of practically all 


the Hongkong subsidiary coin for that of. 


Kwangtung. 

The Chinese shopkeepers say they cannot at 
present refuse the Chinese coin, and ask me 
what they can do by way of a remedy. Possibly 
your Chamber might take the matter in band 
aud answer this question. 

lf the Hongkong Governmert were ‘G igsue 
-an authoritative uoiiieation that there are 
sufficient British subsidiary coins in stock for 
the circulation of the colony, and that shop- 
keapers need not accept Chinese coins, it might 
help to remedy matters.

Chinese ‘Customs and has a licence for plying 
on Inland Waters. I have algo as my proporty 
a native built boat for carrying passengers, 
which is towed by my launch. At present we 
ship no cargo either on the launch .or pass- 
enger boat, but wish to do so on both vessels as 
goon as the arrangements are complete. 

The launch had been towiug the native buil 
boat about three weeks without any trouble 
when on Saturday, May 13, the Hoppo at Sam 
shni complained to the Commissioner of Cus 
toms at Samshui that we re“used to report af 
two Lekin stations, and having no Ch‘nan-liag 
licence for the native built boat, she was liabld 
to fine and confiscation, I proved to the satis 
faction of the British Consul that no Regula 
tion in regard to reporting at Lekin States had 
been violated, and on the Consul representing 
that to the Commissioner of Customs, thé 
Inunch papers were returned after a few diya’ 
detention, which meant a loss to the launch o 
soe $200, The launch is again towing the 
native boat, the latter carrying passengers only. 

As regards the Customs coutention that 
Ch‘uan-liao licence is necessary for'a native built 
boat owned by a Foreigner, the British Consul 
here refuses to recognise that claim, and cou- 
siders that No. 5 Rule of Supplementary Rules 
ander “Inland Steamer Regulations” places a 
native-towed boat on the same footing as the 
steamer towilig. | 

I think the Consul here thinks the matter 
important and considers the Lekin are tying. fo 
doa squeeze, As the matter has never come 
up before, and is a little complicated, I think jt 
will be referrea to Peking both by the Consul 
and Comimissioner of Customs. In the mean- 
time. if we carry cargo it will be only .by 
“ Transit pass. 

I had not thought of troubling the Chambir 
of Commerce with the matter until friends he 8 
thought it might be well to acquaint the Cham- 
ber of Commerce with a few details, 

As regards myself, I hope you will not deem

It is, of course, - 
a fact tu be noted that the amount.to be charged - 
by the new Farmers is the same as the tax now 
being levied, viz. : 15 conte-per case of 50 catties - 
instead of 30 conts per case collected by. the old 
Farmers. 

The Committee are not, however, .80 “much 
concerned with the amount or even with the 
question of whether or not the Farm can collect 
duty on kerosine covered by Transit Pass, as 
they are with the principle involved in. this 
resuscitation of an abuse which they had:reason 
to hope hud been permanently abolished.: In 
his letter of the 18th March, 1898, conveying 
the welcome assurance to this Chamber that. 
the collection of Tso-lé on kerosine had been 
abolished, your predecessor (Mr. Brenan) an- 
nouuced that the Viceroy's erder to that effect 
had been given by direction of*the Tsnang-li 
Y¥amen and that in future the collection of the 
Tso-li tax must be controlled by Government 
officials. ‘The appearance of this proclamation. 
annonucing the establishment of the New Farm 
is therefore either a.direvt breach of the orders 
transmitted from Peking, or else it indicates

It cannot be pretended that tnis. Ferm

REPORT OF THE SANITARY SURVEYOR. | 
The report of the Sanitary Surveyor (Mr. R. 
F. Drury) for the first quarter of the current 
year was submitted. It appears that plans 
have been deposited during the quarter for the 
re-drainage of 80 houses; plaus for 403 houses 
were carried forward from i898, making a total 
The ra- 


leaving 438 to carry forward. Repairs to 
drainage arrangements have been carried out in 
71 instances and 102 houses are carried ferward. 
This makes a total of 173 houses in hand for 
repairs during the quarter. Certificates have 
been granted under Section 47 of Ordinance 24 
of 1887 for $4 new buildings and Lb addition, 
that they have been built in accordance with 
the provisions of that Ordinancs, The drains 
of 188 houses have been inspected and reported 
on, Of this number 42 required reconstruction, 
129 amending, and 17 were found to be in good 
order. Notices have been served on the owners 
of 171 houses calling on them to execute the 
necessary work.

“In order to adopt the serum treatment of 
animals infected with rinderpest it is nevessary 
to obtain, in addition to laboratury requisites, 
animals which-have recovered from the disense, - 
and unless these are available it is impossible to 
do anything. Tho object to be aimed at in 
desling with vinderpest is to immunize the 
animal for life, and this cannot be done by 
means of bile innoculation, as the latter, if suo- 
cessful, can at the most only give passive im- 
mauity for a short period, and the effect soon 
passes off, leaving the animal again susceptible 

To carry out immunization for 
life successfnlly the operator should bave at his 
command an efficient laboratory fitted with the 
latest appliances. - 1 : 

.“ Such an institution ought to prove a great 
acquisition to the coloay, and might be inaugu- 
rated at comparatively small cost, as in addition 
to such work as might be done in connection 
with rinderpest, it would be available for the 
research work in connection with the plague and 
various tropical diseases.

0, 
Telegrams from Penang showed that on M 


26th three cases of plague wore reported and on : 


June Srd four. cases, 


The following letter, dated May 27th, from 
H.B.M. Consul at Canton, was submitted :— 
“T have the honour to inform you that I am 
given to undesrtend that cases of plague have 
occurred at this port, though the disease has so 


far not assumed an epidemic form. From the | 


. fact that there was lately a death from plague 

on board one o: the river steamers and that 
several persons have been landed here sufferiug | 
from the disease, it is probable that the malady 
was imported from Hongkong. The Chiuess 
authorities take no precautions against it, and 
exhibit complete apathy on the subject.” 

The mortality statistics for the colony of 
Hongkong for the week ended May 20th showed 
a death rate of 25°8, against 33°5 for the pre- 
vious week, and 34°3 for the corresponding week 
last year. Tho rate for tho succeeding week 
was 48°2, against 92-6 for the corresponding 
‘week last year. During the first week there 
were 75 deaths from plague and during tho 
second 113. 

The mortality returns for Macao for the 
week ended May 14 showed three deaths from 
plague, the returns for the succeeding .week 
alse showing three deaths from the same 
disease. 

BURFACE OVERCROWDING IN ‘HONGKONG. 

~ An application was made by Messrs. Leigh 
and Orange for permission to re-arrange cer- 
tain private streets and lanes on inland lots 517 
and 222, Queen's Road Kast and Wing Fung 
Street. 

Mr. Osporne& said—At onr last meeting the 
Vice-President and the M.O.H. dwelt upon the 
subject of surface crowding and they pointed 
out the urgent need of amending the laws to 
meet the growing tendency of converting oue 
and two storeyed houses into four storeyed 
buildings. If any proof were needed to justify 
the remarks then made the application now 
before us supplies it. This application asks 
the Sanitary Board to a»prove of certain plans 
by which a block of four storeyed Chinese 
houses will be -built upon a plot of ground 
which till recently was covered by two storeyed 
houses. The two storeyed buildings had streets 
and lanes ranuing at the front and back for the 
whole length—lanes which admitted of a fair 
amount of ventilation and light. These back 
lanes are to be abolished and in their place there 
are to be small areas or wells about nine feet 
square surrounded by walls on all sides, it does 
not need a very keen intellect to understand 
that houses having at their back a continuous 
lane, where light and air can circulate freely, 
are more healthy than houses with a similar 
space at the back, but cut up into a number ef 

-gmall shafts, open only to the sky, where it is 
“physically impossible that fresh air can proper- 
ly circulate. And yet those plans are quite 
_ in accordance with the law, and the Sanitary 
Board can do nothing but appr ve of them, 
in face too of the knowledge that‘double the 
number of human beings will be herded 
together on this piece of ground than formerly. 
This then is what Hongkong is coming to, 
.-honses of the old fashioned typs, which on 
account of their being low have at least the 
merit of admitting light and air, are to make 
way for what the Vice-President aptly terms 
the modern sky scraper with its four storeys 
and square ventilating holes blocking out light 
and air from everything around. It is not 
dificult to foresee what will be the sanitary con- 
dition of such houses, when saushine and air 
are excluded from all sides but one, and it needs 
no prophet to foretell they will become so many 
pest houses for the favourable incubation and 
dissemination of plague. Truly if such things 
continue unchecked the name of Hongkong 
will become a byeword of reproach amongst 

‘ eivilized communities au instead of being, 
- as it ought to be, and object lesson in 
sanitation to the Chinese Bmpire its name will 
be regarded with loathing and contempt as be- 
ing the birthplace and stronghold of disease. 
It is the fashion to blame the landlords for this 

- purface crowding, for building houses which ex-

It is vow five 
years since the first outbreak of plague and. 
practically nothing has been done toward 
eradicating the disease. Every year. and every 
month that slips by without this matter being 
taken in hand udds to the discredit of the Go- 
vernment for delaying reform and of the com- 
mnnity for allowing such delay. Putting aside 
the moral aspect of the question, viz, our duty 
toward these masses of poor and ignorant 
people to whom disease aud death have become 
go familiar, one is inclined to wouder why the 
instincts of self interest and self preservation, 
the injury to trade that accompanies every out- 
break of plague, the deaths amongst our own 
friends, have not been strong enough to over- 
come the apathy and indifference with which the 
subject seems to be regarded by thosa who 
should be mostactive in the canzeof reform. The 
Sanitary Board has mds its recommendations, 
but it must do more. It must not cease to 
press for reform and it must keep this matter 
constantly before the Government and the 
prevent its lapsing into 
obscurity.

Lu 
ordinary times fares range from $50 saloon 
accommodation to $8 a deck passage. Qn one 
trip, fur instance. this steamer, with the cabins 
filled at $125 each. carried 1,200 deck passengers 
(no~ food) at $2!) and 30 deck passengers (with 
food) at $30. Their unsold cargoes on the way 
in steamers when Manila was blockaded came in 
for evormousiy advanced prices. Shiploads of 
produce which planters and native middlemen 
were glad to convert into dollars at pauio 
‘rates ‘vere picked -up ‘dirt cheap,’ leaving rich 
“profits to the buyers. Woahen steamers vorrtd not: 
eave Manila, a Britisher, Mr. B——, walked for 
several days under the tropical sun to reach 
Tloilo with trade news, and steamers were run 
at high rates in aud out of Borneo, Honzkong, 
_and the Philippine southern por-s. One British 
firm obtained a special licenca to ruu a steamer 
between -.ongkong and the port. of Dagupan, 
hitherto closed to foreigu traffic. ‘Lhese we-e, 
naturally, the exceptious, for, upon the whole, 
the dislocation and stoppage of trade ent iled 
very serions losses to the general body of 
merchants.” 


-As tothe cause of Spain's loss of the Philip- 
pines, Mr. Foreman supports the popnilar opinion 
in ascribing it to the unjust rulé of the friars. 
In the early part of the present century depu- 
ties from the Philippines attended the Cortes 
‘at Madrid, but in 1837 their exclusion, us well 
as the government of the Ultramarine Provincés 
by special laws, was voted. The revolutionary 
goverumont established after the deposition of 
Queen Isabella II. in 1868 caused an assembly 
of reformists to be established in Manila. ‘Its 
members wera persons born'in the Islands. and 
they had the power to vote reforms for the 
Colony, subject to the ratification of the Met- 
ropolitan (fovernment. But monastic influ- 

‘ ence prevailed; the reforms voted were never 
carried into effect, and long before the Bonr- 
bon restoration took place the Philippine 

’ Assembly had ceased to exist. Bunt the 
mother country, which had spontaneously 
given to-the Filipinos a taste of political 
equality, again sought to yoke them to.the old 
tutelage. {t was an impossible idea. Alternate 
political progress and -retrogression in the 
Peninsula cast their reflex on this colony, but 
the first sparks of liberty had been gratuitously

On 
the other side we are told that the Spanish 
General Monet, operating against the natives. 
“showed no mercy and took no prisoners; his 
troops shot down or bayouetted--rebels, non- 
combatants, women, and children indiserimin- 
ately. ihe cruellist barbarities were inflicted 
on-every aoative who--fell--into- bis power,” 
That, too, we thirk may be taken with some 
reservation, As a parallel case it may be 
mentioned that the Filipiaos recently accased 
the Americans of shooting women, but no one 
believed the charge, ; 
Aun interesting aceountis giveu of Dr. Rizal. of 
his romantic marrige, his execution, and the sub- 
sequent association of his widow with the rebel-. 
‘This lady had an interview ivith the Govern. 
General. which is reported as follows :— So she 
sought au interview with the Cea a 
who asked her if she had been in the rebel 
camp at Imus. She rep ied fearless'y in the 
affirm :tive, and relying on the security fram 
violence afforded by her sex and foreign 
nationality, there passed between her xnd tha 
Governor-General an amusing and piquabt 
colloquy.

Although so long ago 
as in 1888 when Sir Joseph Hooker was able to 
figure the star anise plant, and to describe it 
under the above numa, from plants which I had 
sent to Kew, and which proved that up to taat 
time Ilcium religiosum, Sieb, had always been 
wrongly credited as being the source of star 
anis of commerce, I notice that the French in 
Tonkm, where the plant is largely cultivated, 
appear to be still unaware of the fact os the 
Tonkin newspapers still refer to it under the 
wrong name, and the same thistake is mada in 
English literature in-China, Sir Josoph Hooker 
wrote fully on this plant under ‘lab 7005 in the 
Botanical Magazine for 1888. 

Stawberries-—It may be useful to record here 
the great success achieved by the Chinese 
grower at Wongneichanug, from whence a very 
liberal supply of excellent fruit has been sent to 
the market this year, and which was sold at 
prices which should “encourage extended cul- 
tivation for market supply. 

' FORESTRY. 

: The total number of trees planted is 33,923 ; 

they were planted in 17 different localitie- 

ranging over places as far as to Repulse Bay 
aud Tytamtuk. 
THINNING OF PLANTATION, 

16,191 trees were removed from eight local- 
ities, about half of the number being felled in 
Kowloon. These thinnings realised $414.51 
net. 
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This plant has estublished itself at the West 
end and in the Happy Valley. Nearly all of it 
on Crown lands was cut down during 1898 to 
keep it in check, as it is a troublesome weed 
when it encroaches on plantations. 

PROTECTIVE SERVICE. | 

Illicit tree cutting has again 
brought within reasonable limits. The total 
number of trees cut and reported is 636. ‘ihe 
number of convictions obtained by the forest 
guards was 51. There are, however, always a 
large number of trees cnt where the culprits 
are undetected, The convictions are mostly 
for cutting pine trees for firewood. Remem- 
bering that there are only five forest guards for 
‘the whole Island and K owloon, of the protection 
of the vast number of trees in existence must 
be considered as being very ecunomically 
managed. In Hougkong alone, without Kow- 
loon, there are nearly 30 square miles to protect. 

FIRES. 

Grass fires as a rule ocour only during the 
dry season. In the year under review there 
were ll between January lst and June 14th, 
e and 16 between Octuber 20th and December 

93rd. Trees to tha number of 3,285 were 

destroyed by 10 of these fires, the other 17 fires 
_ did no damage to trees. grass only and small 
shrubs being burat by them. 

The Police at the stations nearest to the- 
scenes of the fires and forest guards were in- 
strumental in extinguishin the fires, and I 
have again to acknowledge the valuable sorvices 
rendered by the Police Department in this 
work, as algo in notifying me of the occurrence 
of fires. ;

AN GUTSIDE VIEW OF THE STATE 
OF HONGKUNG.

We take the following article from the N. C. 
Daily News of 30th May :— 

There has always existed a feeling of friandly 
rivalry betweagn Shanghai and Hongkong, but, 
in spite of occasional criticisms of those who 
rule us, we have always felt ourselves justified 
in the complacent conviction that the admini- 
stration of the Model Settlement need fear no 
comparison with that of the Colony, Judging 
from the Honykong Daily Press of recent 
dates, our fellow-countrymen in the south 
have. a good deal to grumble at just now, 
We find leading articles on three subjects 
which raise a donbt whether Hongkong is 
altogether a desirable place of residence. In 
the first place, there is a savage article, pet- 
fectly justified in our opinion, on the unfor- 
tunate mess made in taking over the Kowloon 
Extension, which shows a degree of ineptitude 
on the part of the officials most galling to 
those under their dominion. Secondly, there 
is the disgraceful affair in which two ladies 
were knocked down and robbed on a public 
highway, proving the incompetence of 
the police. And finally, Chere is au article 
and some correspondence dealing with the 
proposed registration of servants, from which 
we gather that, to secure an houest servant is 

a] matter of considerable difficulty. Now the 
“eombination of an incapible Government, inef- 
ficient protection of person and proparty abroad. 
and dishonest servants in the house, is hardly 
conducive to comfort. 
ourselves to sit in judgment on the Hongkong 
Government, which we understand is composed 
of a body of remarkably brilliant officers, bat 
we read in the Daily Press that the Colonial 
Secretary “is really more responsible than 
the people” for the fighting which took 
place in the New Territory, and “ how easily 
- things might have been otherwise if the 
action of the Government had only beeu guided 
by common sense at the outset.” We also read 
“no ladies walking unaccumpanied in the out- 
skirts of the town can now consider themselves 
safe,” and “it would seem, indeed, as vhough 
we were back in the old days of knockdown 
robberies, when every resident considered a re- 
volver a necessary part of his equipment.” It 
is not to be wondered at if the Daily Press says 
“the regiettable occurrences in connection 
‘with the taking over of the New Territory 
have shown how disgracefully ignorant of 
Chinese affairs the Government is, and in the 
present prevailing state of‘ insecurity, with 
ladies being knocked down and robbed on the 
niost frequented roads of the Colony, the ques- 
tien arises whether the community should not: 
‘renew its agitation in favour of obtaining a 
larger voice in the management of its own con- 
cerns.” bi oot oe 


We should not presume . 


with its constitution or principles. 
Police scandals surprised no-one but the officials. 
That the Namoa piracy should hav 


aud the smuggling which goes on into 
territory, causing a loss of revenue of 
half a million taels to be deducted from |the se- 
curity of the foreign bondholders, may perhaps 
with more propriety be aseribed to the slackness 
of the police, than to connivance on the part of 
the Government, Weare inclined to thik that 
jealousy of the unofficial m-:mbers it the 
Council, and a complete ignorance of the 
Chinese character, go far to explain the presebt 
incompetence, Chinese, and especially Can- 
tonese of the lower orders, are not to be ruled 
by methods which are effective with Europeans, 
Whilst admitting that many native punishments 
are barbarons, there is no doubt that the Chinese 
understand how to keep their people in order 
better than we do, and Hougkoug might learn 
somewhat from the Maudarins in the way of 
preventing crime. This they do by an elaborate 
system of watch. No stranger can take 
up hig residenve in a city without being 
enquired after and reported on. ‘This systein, 
which prevails on the vontinent of Europe, may 
be repugnant to our English ideas, though 
some might regard such repuguoance a hyper- 
sensitiveness, but if adopted in Hongkoug it 
would have a considerable effect iu securing 
more safety for person and property. When it 
is remembered that it is to Chinese policemen, 
mostly absulutely untrustworthy, that the Go- 
veromens fas to look for information regarding 
the arrival of bad characters who flock for 
asylum to the Colony, it is at once evident that 
criminals have every opportunity of elaborating 
their schemes without wach fear of detection. 
The milduess of the punisiments, according to 
Chi:ese notions, and the chances against dete. 
tion or capture make Hongkong an ideal field 
for the machinatious of uative miscreauts. Lf 
the Colony were divided into wards with tipaos 
whose duty it wouki be to be fully acquainted 
with everyone in the ward, aud to report all 
arritals ‘and departures, such a system, if pro- 
perly elaborated, would soou clear Hongkong 
of bad characters, and with due precautions 
should not be oppressive to respectable natives. 
But we fear that any suggestion from Shang- 
hai will be received with a superior smile by 


the able persous who run the Government ! 


at Hongkong. The Postmaster-General gave 
us an indication of his grasp of postal 
matters when he said that China would be

that Settlement. and that the patient wus re- 
' covering. The following | telegram was reveival 
on the afternoon of that day. :—:No reports of 
bubonic plague for twency-f-ur hours.” 
- A suspicion appears to have been ente: tained 
that the dicease was introduced hy the steamer 
Amara, which left Hongkong on -he 28th April 
and ‘arrived at Penang on the 8th May, report. 
ing the oceurrence of one death from fever dur- 
ing the voyage. In reference to this vessel the 
Penang Gazette of the 27th May published a 
‘gonsational. article headed “A mysterious 
voyage,” in which it is stated as some- 
thing strange that “the Amara, although 
she professed to have 418 -~ passengers 
for Singapore, did not stop thers, but came on 
to Penang with the excess of living cargo.” 
There is nothing strange abou: that, because 
the‘ vessel cleared from Hongkong for Penang, 
not for Singapore, the reason no doubt being 
to fill up the time required by the Straits 
quarantine regulations by taking the more 
distant. port first in the round voyage. The 
article goes on to allege a discrepancy in the 
number of passengers aud to propound enquiries 
as.to what had become of the missing, 1 re- 
sumably the Straits officiuls, both at Penang and 
Singapore would check fhe numbers aud all the 
passengers that left Hongkong would have to 
be satisfactorily accounted for. The total num- 
ber the vessel carried, according to our con- 
temporary was 847, of whom 429 were for 
Penang and 418 for Singapore.

We regret to:announce to death of Dr. 


Lochhead, who.was for many years a prominent: 


resident in Hongkong. We take the following 
obituary notice from the San Francisco 
Chronicle :— 

Dr. John H. Locibead: one of the best-ktiown 
physicians in the Orient, ‘who had lived in this 
city for the past ten years, died at his room on 
Taylor street Thursday evening (4th ‘May), at 
the age of 87 years. Dr. Lochhead was ornb 
in Petersburg, Va., and studied medicine in 
Philadelphia, gr aduating i in 1833. After prac- 
ticing in his native State nntil 1859 he went to 
Hongkong. and for thirty years was prominent 
in his profession there. In 1889 he returned 
to this country, and, preferring this climate, 
made his home here. 

One of the. closest friends of Dr. Lochhead 
was Colonel John § osby, who met him 
again in the Orient when the cavalry leader 
went out as Consul to Hongkong in February, 
1879. Dr. Lochhead, as a Southern man, had 
sympathized with the Confederacy, and was 


still unreconstructed. A greatintimacy sprung 


up between the physician and Colonel Mosby 
soon after General Grant made his trip around 
the world. At Hongkong Colonel Mosby went 
out to greet General Grant, and took Dr. Loch- 
head with him. When the introductions were 
over Colonel Mosby said to General Grant that 
he presented to him the last of the rebels, for 
whom he asked a parole, He said further that 
when he came to Hongkong he found Dr. 
Lochhead ‘in about the temper Mosby was when 
he fought Grant in the Wilderness, but he 
thought that the doctor would surrender to the 
man to whom General Lee gave his sword. 
Mra. Grant spoke up and said that she bespoke 
clemency for the doctor, and General Grant 
smilingly responded that he would gladly 
parole the last of the Confederates, and hoped 
that the doctor would ever be a good and loyal 
citizen. : 

The wife of Dr. Lochhead was a sister of 
Robert Johnson, the wealthy pionser who died 
here several years ago. There were two 
daughters, one living in London and the other 
in Philadelphia The funeral will be ia charge 
of the Masons.
